Booze isn’t the only treat that’ll make 
you crawl— leave room for dessert

Valerie Beck is crazy for chocolate. She always has been. 

In college, Beck explored the European chocolate world while 
studying in Paris, taking friends to her favorite shops and bakeries. 

After graduating from Harvard Law School and landing a job at a 
Chicago firm, Beck devised a way to capitalize on her cravings: Chi- 
cago Chocolate Tours, guided walking excursions through local choco- 
late hot spots. The 5-year-old venture now hosts 15 public tours a week, 
as well as private tours. 

“It struck me that there are so many wonderful, talented artisan 
chocolatiers and pastry chefs right here in Chicago,” Beck said, “that 
I ought to start chocolate tours so that other chocolate lovers could 
discover these treasures.” 

While thousands of party-minded crawlers are set to invade Wrig- 
leyville for the annual 12 Bars of Christmas on Saturday, dozens of res- 
taurants, bakeries and shops are just waiting for you to create a sugar- 
coated dessert tour of your own. 

How to start? Tammy Green, founder of the Chicago Cupcake 
Crawl, learned the key ingredient in a successful dessert spree is doing 
research and getting advice on where to go. 

“I break it down by geography” Green said. “When I do my re- 
search, I tend to find clusters, which in turn inspires me for a cupcake 
crawl. It’s easier if they’re walkable.” 

Sometimes it’s as simple as picking a neighborhood. The Anderson- 
ville Dessert Crawl got its start in 2007 as a way to promote the area’s 
restaurants. Turns out the ’hood has a major sweet tooth. It’s “the per- 
fect eating experience,” said Ellen Shepard, an organizer of the event, 
“[with] tastings of a slew of to-die-for desserts.” 

Green’s Cupcake Crawl started with a debate. Her Chicago Bites 
podcast co-host, Bridget Houlihan, claimed Southport Grocery has 
the best cupcakes in Chicago. They investigated with a tasting. 

To start you on your own sugary quest, here are three sample routes 
with some tips to make sure you get the most out of your crawl.

Secondhand accounts may have 
given you an idea of the play- 
ground— lucid dreams, shared 
dreams, dreams within dreams 
and the act of stealing ideas 
and planting new ones in their 
place— in which “Inception” 
holds court. 

Leonardo DiCaprio plays 
Dominic Cobb, a spy who spe- 
cializes in stealing secrets from 
big corporations by entering people’s brains 
and taking information from their minds. Jo- 
seph Gordon-Levitt, Ellen Page and Marion 
Cotillard co-star. 

If this marks your first trip through the 
movie, that’s probably as clear a picture as 
you want beforehand, because excessively ex- 
plaining “Inception” any further would deny 
it the chance to do what it does best. The 
science of “Inception” gets complicated, and 
when it’s mixed into the kind of set pieces, 
special effects and scenarios normally 


reserved for disaster films and 
espionage thrillers, it has no 
choice but to skate the edge be- 
tween exciting and incoherent. 

As long as you keep your eye 
on it, it never crosses that line. 

“Inception” starts with an 
idea, uses another idea to explain 
it, and gradually turns a molehill 
into a mountain by unveiling the 
big picture at a steady, perfect 
pace. More than the special ef- 
fects or even where all this takes 
us, it’s that continuous revelation of ideas 
that makes this so much fun to watch— and, 
with the ability to apply second- and third-act 
revelations to first-act developments, watch a 
second time in a whole different light. 

The Blu-ray/DVD combo set offers the 
most extras, including a multi-part “Extrac- 
tion Mode” behind-the-scenes feature, 
documentary “Dreams: Cinema of the 
Subconscious,” animated graphic comic “In- 
ception: The Cobol Job,” Project Somnacin 
feature (makes sense after you see the movie), 
soundtrack and digital copy.

It’s hard to believe, but former Bears sack master Richard Dent has 
been unable to make enough of a dent in NFL Hall of Fame voting 
to qualify for enshrinement. However, Dent and 25 other greats 
recently were named as semifinalists, and four to seven inductees 
will be announced Feb. 5— the day before the Super Bowl. 

Here’s who RedEye believes should make the final cut. 


If nothing else, “Neon” Deion Sanders 
qualifies for the fame part of the Hall 
of Fame. But beyond all the flash and 
self-promotion that threatened to 
overtake his playing career, Sanders 
was a great all-around player, excelling 
as a cover cornerback and as an 
exciting kick returner. 


He may not have had the long shelf life 
of a rusher like Curtis Martin, who also is 
eligible for the Hall, but Faulk was the best 
offensive weapon in football for about 
five years with Indianapolis and St. Louis. 
He totaled an NFL-record 2,429 yards from 
scrimmage in 1999, the year the Rams won 
the Super Bowl.
